In publish- 
ing the letter, we stated that .Secre- 
tary Fish, perceiving the error into 
which Gov. Smith had _ been led, 
wrote him, correcting the same. As 
@ number of our readers have ex- 
pressed their desire to read the letter 
Secretary, we give it as fol- 
ows: 


DEPARTMENT OF STATE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., 
me March 23, 1875. . 

To His Excellency James hk. Smith, 
Governor of Georgia—Sirn: I have 
the honor to acknowlenge the re- 

of your Excellency’s letterof the 
| 18th of March, informing me that, in 
consequeuce of a request contained in 
my letter of the 8th, transmitting the 
commission and oath of allegiance of 
George Hillyer, Esqg., as a Commis- 
sioner to represent the State of Geor- 
gia at the Centennial anniversary of 
American Independence, that Mr. 
Hillyer would sign and return the 
oath—you return the commission 
und ask to be allowed to withdraw 
the nomination of Mr. Hillyer. 

As your Excellency is pleased to 
state that you know of no provision 
of law requiring an oath of allegi- 
ance, I take the liberty of informing 
you that on the 2d of July, 1862, it 
was enacied by Congress that every 
person appointed to an office of honor 
or profit under the Government of 
the United States should take and 
subscribe an oath similar in form to 
the one which accompanied my let- 
ter. But when the war had ceased, 
Congress, instead of repealing the 
act, enacted, by another statute, that 
persons who had participated in the 


‘ Jate rebellion, and from whom all 


political disabilities arising therefrom 
had beeu removed” should, if ap- 
pointed to office, instead of the oath 
prescribed by the act of 1862, take 
and subscribe the following oath be- 
fore entering upon the duties of their 
office : 

“T. A. B., do solemnly swear, or 
affirm, that [will support and defend 
the Constitution of the United States 
against all enemies, foreign or do- 
mestic; that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the same; that I 
take this obligation freely ard with- 
out mental reservation or purpose of 
evasion, and that I will well and 
fathfully diseharge the duties of the 
office on which I am abous to enter 
—s0 help me God.” 

It is my duty to see that all per- 
sons accepting the President’s com- 
mission from this department, sub- 
scribe tooneor the other of these 
oaths. This duty I am_ necessarily 
compelled ‘to perform through sub- 
ordinates, and‘it so happened, that by 
a mistake of the clerk who was in- 
trusted with the duty of forwarding 
the commission fof ‘Mr. Hillyer, the 
wrong form of oath was enclosed. 

With this explanation of what I 
regret shorftd have become the snb- 
ject of a misapprehension on the 

art of your Excellency, I await the 

urther expression of your wish res- 
‘ting the commission of Mr. Hil- 
yer.

Snooting Affair in Virginia. 


A letter from New Market, Va., 
under date of 27th instant, says that 
Greenwood Morris was shot at Hon- 
eyvilie, in Page county, afew days 
ago, by E. Derrough, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances: Derrough has 
been forsome time suspecting that 
an improper intimacy was existing 
between Morris and his wife.

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions ofthe extating Con- 
stitution is and is. 
too apparent t@ fequire extended ar- 
gument. It is time that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call for a convention ; but their 
action, was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to: reform our. 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by «the: ‘violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
, and the prosperity of our peo- | 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional aetion on the part 
of the United ‘States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitutiun of the Uaited States wili 


be observed by the officers of the} 


Government,and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to you that the time has 
at last arfived when the officials at 
Washington City éoucede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We van preceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution’ and remodel it in the 
interests of our peopte. 


THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military aictation, was born in the 
tnroes of a Military reconstruc- 
tion. iis authers were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
livéd among us without preferment, 

‘or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others were our recent 
slaves, who had known no Jaw save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-baggers, both black 
and white—alen in feeling and 
Radica! in edueation—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 

where known—to Gespoil and 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted. ‘to the peopie at the

history of the State—and of late we + 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th J udicial” Districts, 
contending forthe same . ition, 
one of which elaiming to hold by au 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to to be enly 
eight years. 

Tn many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the ‘public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 

cused®of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 
should abolish every useless office, 
which is now filled by a mere consu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
econoniy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, can we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. Itis believed 
that the Jaws will be more impartial- 
ly administered by a return tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges.
